The bulletin which was

that less trouble would he experien ced 
if the wheat was sown late. 
Where the advice of the Experi- 
Imen t Station wras followed the wheat 
has n ot been in jured by the fly thus 
! far, but as it is n ot so fa r advan ced 
as that sown earlier in the fall, it may 
be damaged.

believe 
that the wheat which was sown late 
will n ot be in jured by the fly, if there 
is a period of cold weather soon . The 
fly appears when the weather con ­ 
tin ues warm for several weeks . Very 
little damage has been don e by The

26 in this city , and 
nearly twenty -fiv e sessions hav e been 
held since, the last being on Friday , 
when the last amicable arrangem ent 
of differences was declared to be un­ 
accep table. The union committee was 
comp osed of fifty -two general chair­ 
men from all ov er the country , with 
six grand officers, and the railroads, 
six ty -one in number, were rep resented 
by a conference committee of ten.. W. 
B. Scott, assistant director of main­ 
tenance and op eration, w’as chairman 
of the committee. 
The engineers p re­ 
sented a demand for an increase of 15 
p er c£ nt in salaries. The railroad men 
offered comp romises, wrhich wTere re­ 
fused, and the word has been taken 
back to the local unions to v ote wheth­ 
er or not to strike.
